One hundred and one years ago there appeared on the 
continent of Europe, already confused and concerned with 
imminent widespread revolutions, the Communist Manifesto 
of Karl Marx. It was an impassioned and vitrolic invective 
aganst society, and began wth the ominous words: 


A spectre is haunting Europe 
—the spectre of Communism. 
All the powers of Old Europe 
have entered into holy alliance 
to exorcise this spectre; Pope 
and Czar, Metternich and 
Guizot, French Radicals and 
German police-spies. 


It concluded its charges against 
the capitalistic system with: 


The Communists disdain toe 
conceal their views and needs. 
They openly declare that their 
ends ean be attained only by

the ruling classes tremble at a 
Communistic revolution. The 
Proletarians have nothing to 
lose but their chains. They 
have a world to win. Work- 
ing men of all countries, 
unite !1 : 

The Manifesto was designed to 
be a trumpet blast of judgment 
announcing the revolution to end 
revolutions, but it was stifled and 
largely silenced by the tumult of 
reaction against the radical move- 
ments of 1848. During the century 
which has now been completed, 
however, the message of _ the 
Manifesto has gone into all the 
world and has called millions of 
children of men to its red standard 
of violence, bloodshed, and revolu- 
tion, and today is, without doubt, 
the most dynamic, and at the same 
time the most diabolical and 
dangerous doctrine abroad in the 
world. 


Let us consider as_ dispas- 
sionately and objectively as pos- 
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sible the antithesis of two per-| 


sonalities and their programs for 
mankind, with the hope that this 
study in contrast will clarify for 
us the issues and _ eventualities 


which face our bewildered, bruised, 


and bleeding world. As we view 
the condition of humanity around

word of the Saviour, “And there

Jesus Is 


a Jew

A reader sends me a duplicated 


farticle teaching that Jesus was 


not a Jew, not of the tribe of 
Judah, but a Levite. The article 
took the position of the British- 
Israel cult, that only those of 
the tribe of Judah are Jews. 


It. is indeed sad that any Chris- 
tian should join in hatred for the 
Jews and propaganda against 
them. Nearly always those who 
write things calculated to arouse 
hatred and scorn for the Jews 
try to bring Scriptures to support 
their sin. 

But the position is utterly 
false. If Jesus had been of any 
of the tribes of Israel, He would 
still be a Jew, for a Jew is “any 
person of the Hebrew race or 
whose religion is Judaism” (Web- 
ster’s Collegiate Dictionary). The 
terms Jew and Israelite are inter- 
changeable. Paul said in Acts 
21:39, “I am a man which am a 
Jew of Tarsus.” And then he said 
in Romans 11:1, “For I also am 
an Israelite, of the seed of Abra- 
ham, of the tribe of Benjamin.” 
The Levites were Jews, the Ben- 
jaminites were Jews and those of 
the tribe of Judah were Jews. 


But Jesus was not only an Is- 
raelite, but He was of the tribe of 
Judah. In Hebrews 7:14 it is 
plainly stated, “For it is evident 
that our Lord sprang out of 
Juda.” The genealogy of Jesus 
traces Him clearly back to David 
and Judah (Luke 3:31 and 33). 
Even the wise men who came 


|from the East knew that Jesus 


was “born King of the Jews” 
(Matt. 2:2). And Jesus died on 
the cross ag the King of the Jews. 
When asked, “Art thou the King 
‘of the Jews?” Jesus said unto 
him, “Thou sayest” (Matt. 27:11). 
Jesus was called the King of the 
Jews because it was plainly fore- 


|told that He should reign over the 


house of Jacob forever (Luke 1; 
33). And the house of Jacob of 
course is the house of the Jews.

“There was a man of the Pharisees, named 
Nicodemus, a ruler of the Jews.”’—John 3:1. 


The Jews were the best people in the world in their time. 


They were the only nation not idolatrous in the time of 
They were the best people morally, religiously, and 
spiritually. The best of the Jews were the Pharisees. 


The 


Pharisees were the best of the Jews, the cleanest, the finest, 
the most religious, the most orthodox. They were the funda- 


mentalists among the Jews. 


Not ‘only was Nicodemus a 
Jew, not only was he a Pharisee, 
but he was a ruler among the 
Jews. I belonged to a synagogue 
before I became a Christian. The 
president of it was a good man. 
He is dead now. He was a presi- 
Gent of a snyagogue of 183 mem- 
bers. He was so poor that when 
his boy and I graduated from high 
school, I went to college, while 
the president’s son went to work 
for a railroad. The father did not 
have money enough to send the 
hoy to college. Yet he was presi- 
dent of that wealthy synagogue 
for more than thirty years! Back 
yonder in the days of Jesus, 
among the orthodox Jews, and 
today, among the orthodox Jews, 
they did not and do not 
elect a man ruler unless he had 
and-has religion. 

“The same came to Jesus by 
night...” 

He did not come to Jesus by 
night because he was afraid. He 
came to Jesus by night. for two 
reasons. The first was because 
he could not get a private inter- 
view with Jesus in the daytime. 
Jesus was busy. He was working 
all the time. He could not stop 
long enough to suit Nicodemus. 
The second Treason was, Nicode- 
mus was a ruler and Jesus was a 
young Rabbi. Nicodemus was not 
yoing to put his stamp of ap- 
proval on Jesus without knowing 
what it was all about. I feel that 
is true because I know my peo- 
ple. They are cautious, too cau- 
tious. Nicodemus came to Jesus 
by night because he was not sure 
in saying, “Yes, this Jesus is 
what He claims to be.” 

“ ... and said unto him, Rabbi, 
we know that thou art a teacher 
come from God: for no man can 
do these miracles that thou doest, 
except God be with him.” 

Jesus brushed aside the soft 


preachers who read this § argu-|., 
ment agree with Dr. H . is far, 
far from the truth.

know that reputable Bible schol- 
afs everywhere deny the teaching 
here given and utterly repudiate 
it.

eome their religion. In the 
measured words of an objective 
acholar: 


“It takes no great effort of 
imagination to see why the 
political as well as the eco- 
nomic creed of Marx struck 
the world like a_ flaming 
religion. It WAS a religion 
even more than a philosophy, 
and was offered as a substi- 
tute for all existing loyalties. 
Patriotism was an emotional 
snare to enslave the worker; 
religion was ‘the opium of the 
people;’ the family was a 
bourgeois institution for per- 
petuating property rights. The 
ome supreme loyalty was 
loyalty to humanity* as a 
whole, symbolized by the red 
flag, which proclaimed the 
universal plood-brotherhood of 
man. Conversion to Marxism 
wag like conversion to re- 
ligion, and the convert ac- 
quired the same fanatical faith 
in the infallibility of the pre- 
scribed dogma.”3 
There stand in the world today 

with all its sorrow, selfishness, 
and strife two personalities offer- 
ing philosophies of life and pro- 
grams for human welfare that are 
diametrically opposed to each 
ether, and mutually exclusive. In 
the last analysis, the great choice 
ef today, by individuals and by

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nations, is between Karl Marx and 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 
I. Contrasting Personalities 
Karl Marx was a Jew, born in 
Trier in the German Rhineland 
on May 5, 1818, and was embit- 
tered all his lifetime by the fact 
of his being a Jew. His origin 
was to him a personal stigma, to 
which he never made reference in 
any of his writings. He was bit- 
terly anti-Semitic, and caustic and 
virulent in the extreme in his 
communication to Jews, or in his 
writing about them. In an essay 
on the Jewish question, published 


“in 1844, this is his solution of the 


Jewish question: 

“The social emancipation 
of the Jews is the emancipa- 
tion of the society from the 
Jews.”4 
During the greater part of his 

life he held himself entirely aloof 
from anything that was even re- 
motely connected with his race, 
and showed open hostility to all 
its institutions. 

How different was the attitude 
of Jesus Christ! The Jewish 
cuestion was as acute in the first 
century as it was in the nine- 
teenth. Nevertheless, He was not 
ashamed of His nationality in a 
Gay when many of His contem- 
poraries sought to curry favor 
with Romans, Greeks, and Idu- 
means. He was known as “Jesus 
cf Nazareth,” and addressed as 
the “Son of David,” and the “Pro- 
phet of Galilee.” He was a mem- 
ber of a despised race. He de- 
clared that He had come to seek 
the lost sheep of the House of 
Israel. He came unto His: own 
people; and though rejected by 
them, He loved them to the end. 

Karl Marx was insensitive to- 
ward others, and indifferent to- 
ward the masses whose cause he 
claimed to champion. A friendly 
biographer had to admit: 

His greatest admirers would 

find it difficult to maintain 


that he was a_ée sensitive or 
tender-hearted man, or in any 
way concerned about the 
feelimgs of those with whom 
he came in contact; the ma- 
jority of men he met were, 
in his opinion, either fools or 
sycophants, and toward such 
behaved with open suspicion 
or contempt. ... He detested 
romanticism, emotionalism, 
and humanitarianism of every 
kind, and, in his anxiety to 

' avoid any appeal to the ideal- 
istic feelings of his audience, 
systematically removed every 
trace of the old democratic 
vocabulary from the -propa- 
ganda literature of his move- 
ment.5 ~ 


Even in his childhood, except 
for a mild affection for his eldest 
sister, Sofia, he showed little or 
no interest in the seven brothers 
end sisters in his home. He was 
“an isolated and bitterly hostile 
figure’’6 whose “impatience and 
irritability increased with, old age, 
and he took care to avoid the 
society of men who bored him or 
disagreed with .his views.”7 He 
was inconsiderate of others, even 
of his most loyal friends, and was 
“morbidly thin-skinned and jeal- 
cusly—suspicious of the least sign 
of antagonism to his person or 
his doctrine.”8 “There were few 
prominent radicals whom he fail- 
ed to wound and humiliate in 
some fashion.’’9 Insensitive, in- 
aifferent, isolated, inconsiderate, 
such was Karl Marx. 


By way of contrast we remem- 
ber what is recorded of the Lord 
Jesus. He was deeply devoted to 
His mother, and made provision 
for her even when He’ was in the 
unspeakable agonies of the cross. 
He loved his half-brothers and 
half-sisters, even though misunder- 
stood by them. He lived His brief 
life in the midst of mankind; He 
received little children into His 
arms. He was moved with com- 
fassion by the multitudes which 
tc Him seemed as sheep without 
e shepherd; He stretched forth 
His hands to touch the unspeak- 
ebly filthy leper that hee might 
be cleansed: He fed the multi- 
tudes; He went about doing good 
for all. 


The Lord Jesus was compassion- 
ete toward all, not only to His 
ewn, but even to His enemies. The 
last deed done by His hands be- 
fore they were manacled was the 
healing of the ear of one who 
came with the mob to take Him 
prisoner in Gethsemane’s' Gar- 
den. Kind, compassionate, con- 
cerned, with the need of all round 
about Him, considerate and cour- 
teous to all, unspeakably sweet in 
spirit when subjected to the most 
virulent and mendacious criticism, 
such was the Lord Jesus, who 
could pray for His persecutors 
when upon the cross, uttering 
from the depths of His heart, 
“Father forgive them, for they 
know not what they do.” 

It would be difficult to find a 
ccntrast more complete in two 
personalities than in Karl Marx 
and Jesus Christ: and we in the 
twentieth century are asked to 
choose between them. 

If. Contrastine Philosophies 
of Life 

There have come to be two bi- 
bles in the world: The Christian 
Bible and the Communist Bible. 
Perhaps many of us are not fa- 
miliar with the concept’ that 
Communists regard the writings 
ef Karl Marx and of Frederick 
Engels, his companion, as the fi- 
nal revelation of economic and 
social truth. “While practically 
all Marxists are pronounced un- 
believers in revealed _ religion, 
Marxism itself has taken on the 
guise of a revelation. Just as 
texts from the Gospels are quot- 
ed by both Catholics and Protes- 
tants, so the words of Marx and 
Engels are invoked as final auth- 
orities both by the revolutionary, 
or “orthodox” Marxists, and by 
“opportunists” or parliamentary 
socialists. When a Marxist has 
significant ideas to propound, he 
prefers to present them as com- 
mentaries on the oracular utter- 
ances of the masters.”10 Emile 
Bourgeois in Cambridge Modern 
History speaks of Marx’s treatise 
on Capital as “a sort of interna- 
tional Bible,”11 and Hermann 
Oncken :refers to it as “a mas- 
terpiece in dialectics, which was 
thenceforward the book of the 


law for his adherents.”12 


Karl Marx wag a thorough-go- 
ing materialist, for whom mate- 
rial values alone had meaning and 
importance, and in the last anal- 
ysis, were the only governing fac- 


tors in human destiny. Of him it 
has been well said: 

“He was convinced’ that 
human history is governed by 
laws which, like the laws 
which govern nature, cannot 
be altered by the _ interven- 
tion of the individuals._actu- 
ated by this or that ideal. He 
believed, indeed, that the in- 

eer experience to which men 
appeal to justify their ends, 
so far from revealing a spe- 
cial kind of truth called moral 
or religious, is merely a fac- 
ulty which engenders myths 
and illusions, both individual 
and collective. Being condi- 
tioned by the material circum- 
stances in which they come to 
birth, the myths embody in 
the guise of objective truth 
whatever men in their mis-. 
ery wish to believe; under 
their treacherous’ influence 
men misinterpret. the nature 
of the world in which they 
live, misunderstand their own 
position in it, and therefore 
miscalculate the range of 
their own and others” pow- 
ers, and the consequences 
both of their own and their 
opponents’ acts.’’13 
In expanding his materialistic 
concept of history, often spoken 
of as “economic determinism” 
Marx held that class conflict is 
the jungle law of society, that ex- 
ploitation of the masses by their 
alleged masters in removing the 
“surplus value” produced by hu- 
man labor is the major character- 
istic of modern economic organi- 
zation, and that by an irreversi- 
ble law capitalism would increase 
power and wealth into the hands 
of fewer and fewer people with a 
corresponding impoverishment of 
the masses, so that the inequi- 
ties and blundering of capitalism 
would create recurrent crises, 
which inevitably would destroy 
capitalism itself. 
In complete contrast to the 
materialism, godlessness, and 
brute force of Marxism, the gos- 
pel of the grace of God, an- 
nounced and taught by the Lord 
Jesus, and exemplified in His life, 
put spiritual values in the para- 
mount place. He could say, “Man 
shall not live by bread alone, but 
by every word that  proceedeth 
out of the mouth of God.’14 In 
response to an urgent’ request 
that He help make a satisfactory 
adjustment of aan_ inheritance 
emong brothers He said, “Take 
heed, and beware of covetous- 
ness; for a man’s life consisteth 
not in the abundance. of the 
things which he _ possesseth.”15 
Knowing true values, He could 
declare, “For what shall it profit 
a man, if he shall gain the whole 
world, and lose his own soul: or 
what shall a man give in exchange 
for his soul?”16 To the bewil- 
dered and needy down the ages 
He has said, “And why take ye 
thought for raiment? Consider the 
lilies of the field, how they grow; 
they toil not, neither do they spin, 


Solomon in all his glory was not 
arrayed like one of these. Where- 
fore, if God so clothe the grass 
of the field, which today is, and 
tomorrow is cast into the oven, 
shall He not much more clothe 
vou, O ye of little faith. . . . but 
seek ye first the kingdom of God 
and His righteousness; and all 
these things shall be added unto 
you."17 To the greedy who made 
merchandise of religion He could 
say with sternness, emphasized by 
a whip of ropes, “It is written, my 
house shall be called a house of 
prayer; but ye have made it a 
den of thieves.”18 


To the Lord Jesus Christ the 
strife and sorrow rampant in the 
world were the result of sin and 
selfishness, which could be offset 
and overcome by newness of spir- 
itual life within the breast of the 
believer. Over the restless, ruth- 
less, rebellious children of men 
who hated God and one another 
there still remained the kingdom 
of God, which righteous and 
beneficent realm was to be enter- 
ed by faith on the part of the 
penitent believer, and would come 
in full-orbed blessing to all of 


| mankind at the second coming of

‘| conflicting programs for 


Christ. With an eye solely for 
materialistic considerations, Karl 
Marx declared, ‘‘The history of all 
hitherto existing society is the 
history of mass struggles. ... 
Society as a whole is more and 
more splitting up into two great 
hostile camps, into two great 
classes. directly facing each other: 
Bourgeoisie and Proletariat.”19 
To the Lord Jesus there was the 
throne of the Most High estab- 
lished in the heavens, there was 
an Eye that saw, and Ear that 
heard, a Heart that was moved 
with compassion for the children 
of men, a God that so loved the 
world that He gave His only be- 
gotten Son‘ for the salvation of 
the lost. 


lil.Conflicting Programs | 
for Human Welfare 


On basic premises which were 
eontrary to each other and mu- 
i.ually exclusive, Karl Marx and 
the Lord Jesus Christ proposed 
human 
welfare. The materialist Marx 
saw oniy material values. His solu- 
tion for the ills of humanity was 
stated succinctly in the Communist 
Manifesto: ‘“The theory of the 
Communist may be summed up in 
the single sentence: abolition of 
private property. They (the Prole- 
tarians) have nothing of their 
own, to secure and to fortify; their 
mission is to destroy all previous 
securities for, and insurances of, 
individual property.”20 To that 
end the Communist program pro- 
osed, “1. Abolition of property in 
land and application of all rent 
of land to public purposes. 2. A 
heavy progressive or graduated 
income tax. 3. Abolition of all 
right of inheritance. .. ."21. 

A seemingly simple solution— 
merely change the title to prop- 
erty and you have changed hu- 
man nature! Because man is es- 
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sentially material, a change in 
material conditions changes him 
altogether! ‘Marx had no new 
ethical or social ideal to press 
upon mankind; he did not plead 
for a change of heart; a change 
of heart was necessarily but the 
substitution of one set of illusions 
for another.’’22 : ' 


With Jesus Christ’s understand- 
ing that man was basically a 
spiritual being, fallen and lost in 
sin, to be sure, He emphasized 
the ‘need of spiritual change; 
Marvel not that I say unto you, 
ye must be born again.”23 When 
Matthew, the publican, obeyed 
the call of the Master, he left his 
greed and oppression of the peo- 
ple to become their benefactor. 
When salvation came to the home 
and the heart of Zaccheus, he-was 
eager to restore whatever he had 
taken wrongfully, and thereafter 
to live uprightly. The salvation 
of the soul has social implications 
for the welfare of all, and the So- 
lution of the ills of mankind is to 
be found, not in a change of prop- 
erty title, but in a change of 
beart. A new life within makes 
anew man! 

The Marxian program for hu- 
man welfare was one of destruc- 
tion. In order for a new society 
to arise, all existing social organi- 
zation must be destroyed. With 
materialistic cynicism Marx boast- 
ed that “Law, morality, religion. 
are to him (the Proletarian) so 
may bourgeois prejudices, behind 


which lurk in ambush just as 
many bourgeois interests.’”’24 
With impatience he _ shouted. 


“Don’t wrangle with us, so long 
as you apply, to our intended abo- 
lition of bourgeois property, the 
standard of your bourgeois no- 
tions of freedom, culture, law, etc. 
Your very ideas are but the out- 
growth of the conditions of your 
bourgeois production and _ bour- 


geois property, just as your juris- 


prudence is but the will of your 
class made into a law for all, a 
will, whose essential character 
and direction are determined by 
the economic condition of exist- 
ence of your class.’’25 

In the general destruction of 
society the family along with 
morality and religion, was like- 
wise to be abolished. Of the 
family Marx commented with sav- 
agery in the Communist Manifes- 
to: “On what foundation is the 
present family, the 
family, based? On capital, on 
private gain. In its completely 
developed form this family exists 
only among the bourgeoisie ... . 
The bourgeois clap-trap about the 
family and education, about the 
hallowed co-relation of parent and 
child, becomes all the more dis- 
gusting, the more by Modern In- 
dustry, ali family ties among the 
Proletarians are torn asunder, and 
their children transformed into 


simple articles of commerce and) 


instruments of labor.’26 To the 
Marxist the destruction of the 
present world system will mean 
the creation of a class-less 


Utopia of the equality, freedom, | 


and justice, to be attained, to be 
sure, by following the utterly non- 
moral laws of science. In apoca- 
lyptic strain within the _ turgid 
pages of Capital Marx prophesied 
the millenium of the Proletariat. 


Along with the. constantly di- 
-minishing number of the mag-. 
nates of capital, who usurp 
and monopolize all advantages 
of this process of transforma- 
tion, grows the «mass of 
misery, oppression, slavery, 


degredation, exploitation; put 
with this, too, grows the re- 
volt of the working class, a 
class always increasing in 
numbers, and. discipline,

capitalist private property 
sounds. The expropriators 
are expropriated.”27 


The message of the gospel is 
the direct opposite of Marxism. 
To the individual believer in Christ 
there comes regeneration by the 
grace of God and a renewal of a 
right spirit within the Christian. 
He is to be constructive and not 
destructive to the world round 
about him—-the salt of the earth, 
the light of the world. His life 
is to be marked by honesty, in- 
tegrity, sobriety, morality, de- 
pendability, patience, graciousness, 
gentleness, fortitude, kindness, 
consideration for the needy, 
especially the aged, little children, 
and women. The Christian is to 
be industrious, diligent in his busi- 
ness, either as master or servant, 
and obedient to those in authority. 
The younger Pliny, Governor in 
Bithynia in the early second cén- 
tury, in his memorable letter to 
Emperor Trajan declared’ that 
he learned that the great crime 
of the Christians was their as- 
Ssembling on a stated day before 
aQaylight, their singing of hymns 
to Christ as God, and their bind- 
ing themselves by an oath not to 
commit any wickedness, nor to be 
guilty of theft, robbery, adultery, 
never to falsify their word, nor to 
deny a pledge committed to them 
when men called upon to return 
it.28 Such has been the social 
impact of the salvation of Christ 


upon His followers all down the 
ages. 


The Third International, which 
directs the program of Communist 
forces throughout the world, de- 


clares: “The ultimate aim of the 
Communist Internationai is to re- 
place world capitalist economy by 
a world system of Communism. 
Communist Society, the basis for 
which has been prepared by the 
whole course of historical develop- 
ment, is mankind’s only way out, 
for it alone can abolish the contra- 
dictions of the capitalist system 
which stresses to degrade and 
destroy the human race. Com- 
munist Society will abolish the 
class division of society, i.e., 
simultaneously with the abolition 
of anarchy in production, it will 
abolish alj forces of exploitation, 
and oppression of man by man. 
Society will no longer consist of 
antagonistic classes in conflict 
with each other, but will represent 
a united commonwealth of labor. 
For the first time in its history 
mankind will take its fate into its 
own hands.’’29 

This Marxian millenium, I re- 
peat, is to be achieved by disinte- 
gration and destruction of society. 
For the Christian, however, there 
is tor the present life “the peace 
of God that passeth all under- 
standing,’30 and “the joy of the 
Lord’31 to be his strength, the 
fellowship of fellow believers to 
be his help, and the indwelling of 
the spirit of God to comfort and 
inspire him, and the coming of 
Christ here to this earth to be 
the great culmination of God’s 
program of righteousness in the 


earth. At the Beautiful Gate 
Peter declared, “And He shall sena 
Jesus Christ, which before was 
preached unto you; whom the 
heaven must receive until the 
times of restitution of all things 
which God has spoken by the 
mouth of all His holy prophets 
since the world began.”32 At His 
coming there is the resurrection 
of the just, and their reigning with 
Christ a thousand years.33 Then 
will be brought to pass the vision 
prophesied by God’s servants over 
the centuries, “He shall judge 
among many people, and rebuke 
Strong nations afar off; they shall 
beat their swords into plowshares, 
and their spears into pruning 
hooks; nation shall not lift up a 
sword against nation, neither shall 
they learn war anymore; but they 
shal] sit every man under his vine 
and under his fig tree, and none 
shall make them afraid; for the 
mouth of the Lord of hosts hath 
spoken.’’34

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must be born again.” As far as 
we are concerned, the five most 
important words that Jesus ut- 
tered are found in “Ye must be 
born again.” 

Think of the simplicity of it! 
The most important doctrine in 
the entire Bible, as far as we are 
concerned, YE — one syllable, 
MUST—one_ syllable, BE — one 
syllable, BORN — one _ syllable, 
AGAIN — two syllables. Five 
words that describe the most im- 
portant transformation that can 
happen to a human being, four 
of them one syllable, one of them 
two syllables. Nobody but .God 
could condense such an important 
truth in so small a compass of 
words. It is impossible to mis- 
understand it. 

It is said that George White- 
field preached his great sermon 
“Ye Must Be Born Again,” 352 
times. Somebody asked him, ‘Why 
is it that you preach so often on, 
"Ye Must Be Born Again’”? He 
said, ‘Because you must be born 
@gain.” 

Jesus Christ said to Nicodemus, 
the Jew, the ruler, the Pharisee, 
“Ye must be born again.” Here 
was a Jew in covenant relation- 
ship with God. If Nicodemus, a 
Jew, a Pharisee, a ruler among 
the Jews, had to be born again, 
Gentiles do not stand any chance 
ef escaping Hell unless they are 
born again. If anybody in the 
world had a right to expect to go 
to Heaven without anything else 
except national relationship, the 
Jew is that person. Yet Nicodemus 
was told, “Ye must be born again. ’ 
Ponder, then, the universality of 
this clear requirement. 

There are four things involved 
fm this transcendent truth. The 
first is the Proclamation; the 
second is the Process; the third is 
the Power; and the fourth is the 
Proof. 

My father came to the United 
States of America in 1910, if I 
remember correctly. He became 
a land-owner, a _ builder. He 
accumulated property, paid thou- 
sands of dollars worth of taxes. 
He never was in trouble, was never 
arrested. He had no criminal 
record. He was a good citizen. 
The alderman of our ward, 
Rodriguez was one of the best 
friends we had. Yet, when my 
father got ready to become a 
citizen of the United States, he 
had to go. through the same 
process as any one else. Why? 
Because Uncle Sam said so. That’s 
al] there is to it. He had to apply 
for his first papers. He had to 
wait five years, then apply for his 
second papers, then wait two more

Do you 
know that? Some of them went 
down to Mexico. Some of them 
went down to Southern California, 
which was Mexico. Some of them 
went to Brazil, some to. the 
Argentine, some to Central Amer- 
ica; some hid out in the United 
States. When the period of the 
Amnesty Proclamation expired, 
the Union. troops’ hunted these 
Confederate soldiers down, killing 
many, imprisoning others. That 
is not told very often in our his- 
tory. Moral or immoral, I’m not 
here to argue the point. The fact 
still remains that the United 
States Government had a right to 
say what the rebels were sup- 
posed to do. 


It is the same way with God. 
Here is the Proclamation. God 


says so. The Bible says so. The 
prophets say so. The Apostles 
say so. The great preachers of 


the ages say so. Jesus says so. 

We are reasoning beings. We 
have intelligence. We have a 
right to question. Why do we 
have to be born again? 

The first reason is because the 
character of God demands it.

dead, To an inheritance incor- 
ruptible, and undefiled, and that 
fadeth. not away, reserved in 
heaven: for you, Who are kept by 
the power of God through faith 
unto salvation ready to be revealed 
in the last time”. (I Pet. 1:3-5). 
You are kept by the power of God. 

God 
guarantees His work. 

The Power of the New Birth 

What about the power of the 
new birth? There is the procla- 
mation, “Ye must be born again’; 
there is the Process, a divine 
change, a complete change, an in- 
stantaneous change, a permanent 
change; but what about the power 
behind it?) What makes us sure 
that we shall be born again? 
What guarantees it? 

First of all, we have the pur- 
pose of God. Jesus Christ said it 
infinitely better than I can, in 
John 6:37-40: | 

“All that the Father giveth me 
shall come to me; and him that 
cometh unto me I will in no wise 
cast out. For I came down from 
heaven, not to do mine own will, 
but the will of him that sent me. 
And this is the Father's’ will 
which hath sent me, that of all 
which he hath given me I should 


lose nothing, but should raise it up 


again at the last day. And this 
ig the will of him that sent me, 


that every one which seeth the

have everlasting life: and I will 
raise him up at the last day.” 

e ef God for the 
one of us is that

sus Christ and be saved. The 
purpose of God from before the 
foundation of the world is that 
we who trust His Son for salva- 
tion might be saved. Here is 
the promise of God. God has nev- 


er broken any promise that He 
has spoken. He is not going to 
break His promise to you. To- 
night I offer you with assurance 
the new birth. I am not offering 
it to you on my conditions, or on 
my church’s’- conditions, or on 
vour goodness, or on your. faith, 
but on the purpose of God, on the 
passion of Christ, on the promise 
cf God, that promise that shall 
outlive the sun, the moon, the 
stars. 


There is one more question, one 
more word, which perhaps I ought 
to say. What must we do to be 
born again. Jesus Christ told 
Nicodemus the truth of it better 
than I can tell it. He said, “And 
as Moses lifted up the serpent in 
the wilderness, even so must the 
Son of Man be lifted up, that 
whosoever believeth in his should 
not perish but have eternal life.” 
You believe Jesus died for your 
sins. Put your faith in Him. Ac- 
cept Him, confess Him as your 
personal Saviour. God will do the 
rest. 

Oh, beloved, why should you 
wait? Why should you wait un- 
til the death angel stalks at your 
side? Tonight, in this wonderful

(Continued fri 1 Page 5) 
guits and agree with them, as I 
do. 

The fact that Mary and Elisa- 
beth were cousins would not mean 
at al! that Mary should not be 
called of the tribe of Judah as her 
father Heli was. If Elisabeth's 
mother and Mary’s were sisters, 
then it is clear that Elisabeth's 
mother married in the tribe of 
Lev: and Mary’s mother married 
Heli in the tribe of Judah. 


However, the word cousins in the 
Greek here does not mean that 
they were necessarily the daugh- 
ters of sisters or brothers at all. 
And if the one who wrote this 
had been a careful scholar he 
would have known that cousins 
are not necessarily of the same 
tribe would have checked on the 
meaning of the Greek word and 
mot jumped at conclusions which 
are necessarily false. 


Let me illustrate this matter. 
Winston Churchill, England’s war- 
time Prime Minister, had an 
American mother, but his father 
was an Englishman. His mother’s 
gister could have married an 
American and so Winston Church- 
ili, though himself an English- 
man, would have cousins who were 
American. Elisabeth and Mary 
could have been first cousins and 


yet each belong to a different 
tribe. Actually, we know that 
they did belong to _ different 


tribes| for the Scripture plainly 
tells us that Mary was of the 
house of David, and so of the tribe 
ef Judah. 


8. The Two Genealogies of 
Jesus in Matthew and Luke 
Trace Both Joseph and 
Mary Back to David 
and the Tribe of 
of Judah 

You say, “The genealogies in 
Matthew 1 and in Luke 3 involve 
Joseph, the husband of Mary, and 
both of them say so.” That is not 
an accurate way of stating the 
matter, but a misleading one. 
Actually, the genealogy in Luke in- 
volves Joseph only that it says, 
“Jesus himself began to be about 
thirty years of age, being (as was 
supposed) the son of Joseph.” The 
genealogy of Jesus is given and 
it is stated that it was supposed 
by the public that He was the 
aon of Joseph. But that genealogy 
does not profess to give the 
genealogy of Joseph. If you 
eheck that you will see that in 
the phrase, “which was the son 
ef Heli.” the words “the son” are 
fm italics in the English because 
they are not in the Greek at ail. 
The Scripture in the original reads, 
“Joseph, which was of Heli.” 


Now let me give the explanation 
given in the Scofield Reference 
Bible on this Scripture. 


“In Matthew, where unques- 
tionably we have the genealogy 
ef Joseph, we are told (1:16) that 
Joseph was the son of Jacob. In 
what sense, then, could he be 
called in Luke ‘the son of Heli’? 
He could not be by natural genera- 
tion the son both of Jacob and of 
Heli. But in Luke it is not said 
that Heli begat Joseph, so that the 
natural explanation is that Joseph 
was the son-in-law of Heli, who 
was, like himself, a descendant of 
David. That he should be in that 
ease be called ‘son of Heli’ (‘son’ 
is not in the Greek, but rightly 
supplied by the translators) would 
be in accord with Jewish usage 
(cf. I Sam. 24:16). The conclusion 
is therefore inevitable that in 
Luke we have Mary’s genealogy; 
and Joseph was ‘son of Heli’ be- 
cause espoused to Heli’s daughter. 
The genealogy in Luke is Mary’s, 
whose father, Heli, was descended 
from David.” 

No one ought ever to start out 
to teach the Bible who does not 
give it more attention than this, 
and dig harder to find the truth. 


4 The Only Lawgiver Re- 


maining of the Tribe of 
Judah Was Jesus 

Genesis 49:10 is quoted: “The 
eceptre shall not depart from 
Judah, nor a lawgiver from be- 
tween his feet, until Shiloh come.” 
Then you make the interpretation 
as follows—the sceptre-should not 
depart from the tribe of Judah 
until Jesus came, and then Jesus

of the tribe of Levi would take 
it over. 


But, dear friend, why do you ig- 
nore the fact that if Jesus is not 
of the tribe of Judah, then the 
sceptre departed from the tribe 
ot Judah long before, when the 
Jews went into captivity? Does 
anybody really believe there was 
a Jew reigning when Christ 
came? Every Bible scholar 
must know that there were no 
more Jewish kings from_ the 
tribe of Judah reigning in Jeru- 
salem after the Babylonish cap- 
tivity. So Genesis 49:10 could 
not possibly mean that the sep- 


tre stayed with the Jews _ until 
Jesus came and then left the 
Jews. Actually, the  sceptre 


stayed with the Jews in no possi- 
ble way except that the kingly 
jine was still in existence and 
Jesus came of this kingly line. 
That Scripture either proves too 
much or too little for your argu- 
ment. Jesus Himself is of the 
tribe of Judah, and the kingly 
line from which Jesus came was 
in existence all along, and that is 
the only possible way that Scrip- 
ture could: be said to be fulfilled. 
For otherwise there was none of 
that kingly line reigning in Jeru- 
salem nor anywhere else after 
the Babylonish captivity if it 


were not to be fulfilled literally | 


in Christ as the seed of Judah. 


5. “The Lion of the Tribe of 
Judah” Is Jesus 


You quote in Revelation 5:5 
this Scripture: “Weep not: behold, 
the Lion of the tribe of Juda, the 
Root of David, hath prevailed to 
open the book, and to loose the 
seven seals thereof.” And you 
say that the lion of the tribe of 
Judah was James I of England! 
What you neglected was the fact 
that whoever this lion shall be, 
he must be of the tribe of Judah; 
and King James I of England was 
certainly not of the tribe of Ju- 
dah. He was an Englishman, not 
an Israelite. 

Your statement is equally fool- 
ish when you say that King James 
was the first one to have the 
Scriptures in the English §lan- 
cuage and in one book. You ig- 
nore the fact that there were 
many other translations in Eng- 
lish before the King James trans- 
lation. Wycliff’s translation, 
Tyndale’s translation, the  Peo- 
ple’s Bible, and others came be- 
‘fore the King James’ translation. 

You cannot reconcile the two 
symbols, the lion and the lamb, 


es referring to Jesus. Well in- 
formed Christians everywhere 
know that Christ at His first 


coming, as a sacrifice, came as 
the Lamb of God which takes 
away the sin of the world. They 
likewise know that at His second 
coming when He comes to reign, 
He will come as a _ lion. The 
lamb stands for sacrifice. The 
lion stands for kingly power. And 
both of them exactly fit Christ 
who is the Lion of the tribe of 
/udah. 

It is only fair to say, also, that 
even the King James translation 
cannot be ascribed primarily to 
King James. Seventy scholars did 
the hard work. James did none of 
it. He promised to pay the trans- 
lators but never fulfilled his prom- 
ise. He was not even a pgood 
Christian, and he certainly was 
not the lion of the tribe of Judah. 


6. Do Not Trust Anybody 
Who Scoffs at the Inspir- 
ation of Part of the Bible 
I am shocked to read of any- 

body’s making fun of the geneal- 
ogies of Jesus, saying that the 
genealogy in Luke was not in- 
spired, that the two genealogies 
are “utterly irreconcilable.” And 
you say, “Let’s not lean hard on 
genealogies.” That is a usual 
dodge of false cults and isms 
when they cannot get around 
some plain Scripture. They like 
to say that that part of the Bible 
is not inspired. Shame, shame! 


7. Poor Scholarship of Anti- 
Semites! 

You say, “All apostles were of 

Galilee of Benjamin. Paul said he 


was of the tribe of Benjamin 
(Rom. 11:1). A. girl said to 
Peter (of Galilee of Benjamin), 


‘Thy speech betrayeth thee.’ The 
Galileans’ speech (speech of. Ben- 
jamin) did not sound like Jewish 


of Juda.” 


speech of Jews from Judea (Yid- 
dish). The only disciple who be- 
trayed Christ was Judas, of the 
tribe of Judah, from Judea.” 


That short quotation shows as 
much ignorance of the Scriptures 
and makes as many false State- 
ments as any I can remember 
having read from one pretending 
to teach the Word of God. 

You say, “All apostles were of 
Galilee of Benjamin.” But Gali- 
lee was not of Benjamin at all! 
Joshua 18:11-26 plainly tells us 
that the tribe of Benjamin was 
settled next to Judah and south 
of the children of Joseph (Eph- 
raim and Manasseh), that Jeru- 
salem itself is one of the four- 
teen cities of Benjamin. Joshua, 
chapter 16, tells us that the lot of 
the children of Joseph (Ephraim 
and Manasseh) began at Jericho, 
etc., and extended north of Ben- 
jamin. Both Isaiah and Matthew 
plainly call Galilee ‘Galilee of 
the Gentiles” (Matt. 4:15 quoting 
from Isaiah the prophet). You 
should know that when the divi- 
sion of the kingdom took place 
little Benjamin stayed with Ju- 
dah and the ten tribes to the 
“orth became known as Samaria. 
And the people of Benjamin never 
did inhabit’ Galilee, as a tribe. 

It is true that Paul the apostle 
was of the tribe of Benjamin, but 
he was from Tarsus, far away, and 
not from GaMlee at all Paul 
plainly called himself “a Jew of 
Tarsus” (Act 21:39). So _ the 
Galileans’ speech which you call 
“the speech of Benjamin” was not 
speech of Benjamin at all. They 
had a difference in pronunciation. 
And you say it “did not sound like 
Jewish speech of Jews from 
Judea (Yiddish?)” 

Yiddish is a language developed 
from the German, in recent 
centuries, and is’ spelled with 
Hebrew characters. The Jews at 
Jerusalem in Bible times never 
heard of . Yiddish! They spoke 
Aramaic generally in ‘the time of 
Christ. And so did the Galileans, 
but with slightly different accent, 
as southerners and northerners do 
not now talk just alike in our 
country. 


You say that Judas who be- 
trayed Christ was of the tribe of 
Judah. That is manufactured out 
of whole cloth. No one knows 
from what tribe Judas came. 
Some scholars think the Iscariot 
means that he came from the little 
town of Kerioth, in Judah. Others 
think that it means he came from 
the town of Kartha in Galilee, 
which is much more likely. But 
nobody knows. Other scholars 
have thought the name might have 
come from some -other source. 
No* one who handles facts as 
lightly as that ought ever to set 
out to teach the Word of God, for 
he must certainly come to account 
for wresting the Scriptures before 
God. 


8. Jesus Was “the Root and 
Offspring of David” 

One of the worst mistakes of the 
entire teaching is that it utterly 
ignores the fact, repeatedly stated 
in the Bible, that Jesus was 
descended from King David, and 
David is plainly of the tribe of 
Judah. Matthew 1:1 says, “The 
book of the generations of Jesus 
Christ, the son of David, the son 
of Abraham.” In Luke 1:32 the 
ange. said, ‘“‘The Lord God shall 
give unto him the throne of his 
father David.” In _ Revelation 
22:16 Jesus Himself says, “I Jesus 
have. sent mine angel to testify 
unto you these things in the 
churches. I am the root and the 
offspring of David, and the bright 
and morning star.” Jesus Him- 
self clearly claims to be _ the 
offspring of David. And David 
was of the seed of Jesse, of the 
household of David, as. is repeat- 
edly stated in the Bible. 


9. “Our Lord Sprang Out of 
Juda” (Heb. 7:14) 

But the clearest refutation of 
all this silly talk that Jesus is not 
a Jew is the plain statement of 
the Word of God itself. Hebrews 
7:14 says, “It is evident that our 
Lord sprang out of Juda; of which 
tribe Moses spake nothing con- 
cerning priesthood.” The word 
that Jesus descended from the 
tribe’ of Levi is here expressly 
denied in the Bible, and it is 
stated that “our Lord sprang out 
Jesus was of the tribe 
of Judah; and therefore, humanly

God 
cursed Adam for “hearkening to 
the voice of his wife’ in the 
matter (Gen. 3). There is a re- 
acting of the Garden of Eden 
incident at the end. Home, family, 
the 
modern woman. She must rule or 
ruin. Men too often effeminately 
coincide with her. This makes 
possible woman’s false position. 


We are living in an _ effeminate 
age Christianity has become 
effeminate. It takes a man to 
hold the Gospel plough. John 
Knox “never feared the face of 
any man.” Luther declared him- 
self “against the whole world.” 
John the Baptist did not back 
down on the woman question. God 
made Adam first, then woman for 
his helper. -God is not changing 
His order. 

The early church is our example. 
Female bishops are anomaly. A 
bishop must be “the husband of 
one wife” (I Tim. 3:2). The 
deacons, also, and the elders (lI 
Tim, 3:12; Titus 1:5, 6). A bishop 
is an overseer. “I suffer not a 
woman to usurp authority over 
a man” (I Tim. 2:12). Women 
have their place in the Lord’s 
work; but let them preserve their 
modesty and their true sphere. 
Thank God for the army of decent 
women in America today! But 
we are amazed at their silence in 
the face of present conditions. 
We are still more amazed at the 
silence of preachers. Is there not 
a John the Baptist among us? 
Has Jezebel got us all on the run? 

Rebels Against God 

The Pope, who seems to have 
more backbone than our Protes- 
tant preachers, has declared, “The

10. All Israelites Are Jews 
Since the Bible clearly states 


that Jesus came from the tribe 
of Judah, by the most strict inter- 
pretation Jesus would be a Jew. 
However, the whole argument is 
based on a false premise, the 
premise that the people of the 
other tribes of Israel were not 
Jews. The simple truth is that 
people of all the tribes of Israel 
are Jews. Webster’s Collegiate 
Dictionary says that a Jew is 
“originally, one of the tribe of 
Judah; hence, any person of the 
Hebrew race or whose religion is 
Judaism.” And that definition 
is a scholarly one. Originally, any 
of the tribe of Judah were called 
Jews. But when the _ southern 
kingdom of Judah (including the 
tribe of Judah and the tribe of 
Benjamin) were carried captive, 
they were mixed in with all the 
tribes; and the truth is’ that the 
ten tribes as such did not return 
to Palestine. But remnants of all 
these tribes went with remnants 
of the tribe of Judah, and all to- 
gether were called Jews. 


Even before the captivity of 
Israel many of the various tribes 
came to Jerusalem to worship, and 
some of the various tribes settled 
in Judaea. Second Chronicles, 
chapter 30, tells how Hezekiah 
sent letters to all Israel and Judah, 
asking them to come to Jerusalem 
for the Passover feast; and several 
times in that chapter and the next 
the genera] term “the children of 
Israel” or “all Israel that were 
present” are used about the 
assembled multitudes. 


Ezra, chapter 1, tells us how 
Cyrus made a decree that the 
Israelites “of all hig people” (God's 
people, Israel) should return to 
Judah to build the temple at Je- 
rusalem. The remnant that went 
back were from all the tribes. 
Twelve of the priests were set 
aside to carry the treasure. And 
twelve speaks of the twelve tribes 
of Israel. When they brought 
the treasure to the temple and 
offered sacrifices, they “offered 


burnt offerings unto the God of 
Israel, twelve bullocks for all Is- 
rael...” (Ezra 8:35). And that 
group that went back to Jerusa- 
lem are the ancestors of the Jews 
of today. Paul the apostle was 
descended from that group, but he 
was of the tribe of Benjamin. In 
Romans 11:1 Paul says, “For I 
also am an Israelite, of the seed 
ot Abraham, of the tribe of Ben- 
jamin.” He was an Israelite, de- 
scended from the tribe of Benja- 
min. Yet in Acts 21:39 Paul 
said, “I am a man which am a 
Jew of Tarsus...” So Jews and 
tsraelites are the same, and one 
of the tribe of Benjamin was a 
Jew just as much as one of the 
tribe of Judah. 


The dictionary definition of a 
Jew as “any person of the Hebrew 
race or whose religion is  Juda- 
ism” is accepted everywhere by 
scholars. A reading of ancient 
‘Jewish authors, like Josephus, will 
bear out this very common and 
almost universally accepted term- 
inology. Israelites are Jews. 
vews are Israelites. 

A false cult has grown up call- 
ed British-Israel and they have 
perverted the Scriptures to try 
to appeal to racial and national 
pride and to teach falsely that 
English and American people are 
the people of Israel. I hope none 
cf my readers will be taken in by 
this false cult. Their conclusion 
is utterly wrong. 

Jesus is clearly descended from 
Judah, but even if He were’ not, 
that would not change the fact 
that Jesus, humanly speaking, is 
a Jew. That is, His mother was 
a Jewess, and He is descended 
from the house of’ David. 

Now I need to say that all this 
foolishness comes about because 
people hate the Jews and want to 
bring reproach upon them. They 
are not willing to acknowledge 
our debt to the Jews, but anti- 
Semitism has so poisoned their 
minds that they dream up odd 
reasons for despising the Jews, 
the Israelites, so dear to God, 
even though they are now in dark- 
ness spiritually. hou : 
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Eve Is Again Listening to the 
Voice of the Serpent 
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modern woman, with her short 
skirts and bobbed hair, is an insult 
to her maker.” A fit type of the 
fallen church of today is her 
bobbed haired, shortskirted wom- 
en. The spirit evinced among 
modern women is one of organized 
rebellion against God. In Deuter- 
onomy 22:5 we read, “A woman 
shall not wear that which per- 
taineth to a man, for whosoever 


‘doeth these things is an abomi- 


nation unto the Lord.” What do 
women today care for God’s law? 
They wear men’s clothes, cut their 
hair and drink and smoke like 
men. Their immodest appear- 
ance and conduct in private and 
public are an insult to their 
Maker and to their sex and to 
humanity. The modern woman 
seems to be bent on trying to see 
how far she can tempt God and get 
away with it. 

God’s commandment for women 
is that they “adorn themselves in 
modest apparel’ (I Tim. 2:9). 
More shameful things are worn on 
the streets now than were worn in 
brothels a few years ago. Our 
modern women seem to have lost 
all sense of virtue. In their flaunt- 
ed brazenness, boldness, and nak- 
edness, they are carrying the race 
down to Hell.
